Treasurer's  Report 

JANUARY  1, 1991  to  DECEMBER  31, 1991 

There  are  a  few  changes  in  the  Treasurer's  Report  which  follows;  all  the  data  is  there,  but  not 
in  the  format  we  have  used  for  the  past  several  years.  The  State  of  New  Hampshire  has 
developed  a  new  reporting  system ,  which  changes  some  of  the  categories  for  reporting  various 
expenses  and  revenues.  Although  the  State  has  not  required  the  Towns  to  change  their  internal 
record- keeping  systems,  it  does  require  the  reports  to  the  State  be  made  under  the  new  format. 
Rather  than  keep  two  sets  of  books,  we  have  decided  to  use  the  new  State  system  ourselves. 
Once  we  get  used  to  it.  I  expect  we  will  find  it  much  more  accurate  and  easier  to  understand. 

The  Town  borrowed  a  total  of  $31 0.000.100  in  anticipation  of  taxes  in  1991 .  All  was  paid  back, 
with  interest,  on  time,  in  December.  We  should  need  to  borrow  substantially  less  this  year,  and 
for  shorter  periods,  because  of  the  twice-a-year  billing  for  property  taxes  which  will  begin  in 
June.  1992.  This  should  mean  less  interest  expense  as  well. 

The  reports  that  follow  are  true  summaries  taken  from  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  period 
January  1.  12991  through  December  31.  1991 .  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief.

Earth  Excavation  and  Restorations  regulations  were  adopted  and  a  zoning  amendment  to 
enable  these  regulations  was  approved  at  Town  meeting.  Gravel  pit  owners  were 
contacted  and  reports  were  filed  for  all  active  pits.  All  pits  were  inspected  and  photo- 
graphed.

Wakefield  Area  Ambulance  Corp. 


The  Wakefield  Area  Ambulance  Corp.  responded  to  fifteen  calls  in  Brookfield  in  1991 . 
Of  these  two  were  for  motor  vehicle  accidents,  and  ten  were  for  home  accidents  or  illness. 
One  was  a  cany-out  of  over  two  miles  and  two  were  standby  at  fires.  Of  these  fifteen  calls, 
nine  were  transported  to  area  hospitals. 

The  Corps  presently  has  seventeen  members  of  which  eleven  are  Emergency  Medical 
Technicians.  Of  the  eleven  EMTs  eight  are  qualified  for  defibrillation  and  two  are  qualified 
for  intravenous  treatment.  Four  members  are  Advance  First  Aid  qualified.  Members  logged 
over  1600  hours  of  voluntary  man-hours  for  calls  and  training  to  Wakefield  and  Brookfield 
residents. 

The  Corps  also  has  and  maintains  a  snowmobile  and  stretcher  sled  for  emergency  calls  to 
areas  the  ambulance  is  unable  to  reach. 

Please  remember  the  Corps  stills  holds  Blood  Pressure  Clinics  the  first  Wednesday  of  each 
month  from  10:00  AM  to  Noon  at  the  Wakefield  Fire  Station.  Anyone  interested  can  have 
their  blood  pressure  checked  free  of  charge. 

The  Corps  is  always  looking  for  new  members  to  provide  medical  aid  to  Wakefield  and 
Brookfield  residents.  Anyone  interested  in  becoming  a  member  can  call  the  Wakefield 
Selectmen's  Office  or  contact  a  Corps  member.

Over  the  past  fiscal  year,  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  provided  support  and 
assistance  to  the  Town  of  Brookfield  at  both  the  regional  and  local  levels.  Below  is  a 
sample  of  the  services  provided  as  a  benefit  to  the  community.

•  Computerized  earth  excavation  regulation  edits  plus  excavation  permit  information  for 
word  processing  and  production. 

•  Provided  information  regarding  the  procedure  for  entering  Brookfield's  Town  Hall  into  the 
National  Register  of  Historic  Places  and  possible  implications  for  future  renovations. 

•  Provided  a  sample  CIP  for  Planning  Board  consideration  of  future  work. 

•  Provided  information  on  gravel  pit  excavation  permitting  process  and  model  regulations. 

•  Co-hosted  the  annual  Municipal  Law  Lecture  Series,  where  practicing  attorney  provide  a 
legal  perspective  on  local  planning,  zoning,  and  procedural  issues. 

•  Presented  three  public  workshops  for  local  land  use  boards  on  Planning  Board  tools  of 
the  trade,  agricultural  lands  and  impact  fees. 
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•  Presented  Legislative  Night,  where  state  legislators  addressed  water  quality  and  ground 
water  legislation  and  solid  waste  legislation.
